With 
this  practical  purpose  also,  there  will  be  exhibited  in 
connection  with  the  first,  second  and  fourth  meetings, 
examples  of  printing,  illustration  and  bindings  ar¬ 
ranged  from  the  standpoint  of  the  librarian  and  library 
user.
